WASHINGTON. Feb. 4 uf — The 
Eisenhow er adm inistration put the 
m ain industrial control agency out 
of business as a separate unit to­ 
day and w as reported pushing a 
series of sw eeping orders to de­ 
control the bulk of consum er goods 
prices. Those orders are due to 
sta rt this week. 
The functions of the abolished 
Defense Production A dm inistration 
w ere ordered transferred to the 
Office of D efense M obilization, but 
the consolidation move obviously 
was a step in President Eisenhow ­ 
e r’s plan to end controls on m a­ 
terials 
and 
products 
except 
for 
highly essential defense item s.

Attacks on the China coast ori-

It just gets rid of employes j 
who talk toe) much, drink too much, 
or otherwise abuse their govern­ 
ment pos,lions. And that's what a 
loyalty - security 
program 
should 
have accomplished before, instead 
of letting persons of doubtful allegi­ 
ance hang on in government posi­ 
tions where they could and did in­ 
fluence public policy in ways ad-J 
verse to the interests of the United 
States.
